However, 
wken in 1970/71 the nurses were the 
firat to gain wage increases, their 
number did not increase and they 
did not work more hours — at least, 
not in a significant number to close 
the gap with nursing needs. 
Furthermore, in analyzing the 
nursing profession, one finds that as 
nurses become older they tend to 
shift from full-time jobs, expecially 
in hospitals, to half-time or partial 
jobs in the public health bureaus. 
Here thelr working conditions are 
relatively easier — working from 
8 am. to noon — although their 


‘the total number of working nurses, 
between the ages of 20-45, has not 
changed significantly. After that 
age, the total number declines, al- 
though this may be attributed to the 
fact that there are fewer nurses in 
this older age category in the 
country.
